Principles lie beneath 
the surface truth (which is in implicit 
form there), remaining to be drawn 
off by the Catholic mind. By Catholic 
mind is meant the mind of the whole 
Church, guided by the Holy Ghost, 
which is able to take a complete sur- 
vey of Truth. Heresy can take only 
a partial survey: therefore, Luther 
threw out the epistle of James as “a 
letter of straw” when he rejected the 


Church, because he lost the Catholic, 
or universal, mind. Every heresy is 
characterized by its partial survey of | 
things. Protestantism has taken the 
doctrines taught by the Catholic | 
Church (without their complements) 
and has opposed them to an imagin- 
ary Catholicism. Only two stand-| 
points are conceivable to the average | 
Protestant mind: either it is my doc-| 
trine, or it is the direct opposite of | 
my doctrine. Thus Protestantism is | 
fighting a dummy of its own creation. | 

Look around you in life and see if 
this isn’t the cause of half the trouble 
amongst neighbors. The partial 
moral surveys are responsible for 
very much enmity. We would under- 
stand one another better if we would 
only be just and give due credit to all 
the factors. For this reason the 
Catholic can really condemn—only 
bigotry, which is characteristic of the

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AN ENCOURAGING REPORT. 


The report of the Government's Indian Bureau is en- 
cou ng. If we may take the report at its full value and 
quite literally, the Indian is no longer a dying race and our 
Government is beginning to do justice to the first inhabitants 
of this Continent; The attitude of America towards the In- 
dian has been gradually changing. Up to a few years ago 
there was no treatment of him that did not touch the maud- 
lin or the brutal. Today there is inclination to be just to- 
wards the Indian to put him upon his own feet and let him 
make his way in the world by his own efforts. The policy is 

i good fruits. The strong qualities of the Indian char- 
acter have always been admitted. They have turned to 
peaceful industry and are running along in this direction 
with steady progress and efficiency. Their response to what 
the government does for them is encouraging. Every indi- 
eation points to their virile citizenship. It is no mistake to 
foster their self-respect and recognize their claims to a just 
position in a common citizenship. 

The white man has done greve wrong to the Indian. He 
idealized him into a creature that never existed and at the 
same time took advantage of Caucasian skill and strength to 
place obstacles in the Indian's way towards self-development. 
It took the white man over two centuries to learn that the 
Indian is not the heroic chieftain of Cooper nor the deyraded 
Savage of the nineteenth century writer. The Indian is a man 
just like other men. If the white man had not deceived and 
robbed him, it is probable that the Indian would not have re- 
‘guired two centuries to learn a lesson of trust. The greatest 
blot on what is called Anglo-Saxon civilization was its treat- 
ment of the American Indian. The Indian in his savage state 
was a remarkable character. One cannot say what he would 
have developed into, but he exhibited a marvelous capacity to 
organize, to fight, to work and to govern himself. All of 
which might have resulted in an American civilization quite 
part from any Anglo-Saxon civilization if Europe had not 
discovered America.
